The Complaint Filed by George H. Tilden in 
the Supreme Court—Efforts of the Heirs 
ef Samuel J. Tilden to Break the Tilden 

By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 

Nuw Tonk, December 18.—The complaint in 

the suit brought by George H. Tilden in the 

Supreme — tor the legal construction ot 

certain of the will of his uncle, Samuel 

J. Tilden, with a view to the dis- 

position of the bulk of the estate, which is 

estimated in the document at $15,000,000, was 
served yesterday by the plaintiff’s attorneys, 

Chris Vanderpoel, Green 4 Cumming, on Car- 

ter & Ledyard, the attorneys for the principal 

defendants, the executors and trustees under 
the will. The defendants have twenty days 
in which to file their answer, but may, if they 
desire it, obtain an extension of twenty days, 
after which the case will be put on the calendar 
of the Supreme Court to be called up in its 
order at General Term. The thirty-third, 
thirty-fourth and thirty-fifth clauses of the 
will are called into question. The first pro- 
vides for the establishment of a library and 
free reading-room at New Lebanon; the 
second for a library and free reading-room at 

Yonkers, and the last, which is really the 

residuary clause of the will, creates the Tilden 

Trust and provides for the establishment of a 

dibrary and free reading-room at the testator’s 

Gramercy Park mansion in this city. The 

Court is asked to construe these clauses and 

say whether they are valid, and if not, to com- 

pel the executors to account to the piaintiff 
and other heirs-at-law for the property of the 
estate remaining after the special trusts cre- 
ated by the will have been provided for. 

THE COMPLAINT. 

The full title of the case is: Geo. H. Tilden 
against Andrew H. Green, John Bigelow and 
George Smith as executors and trustees under 
the last will and testament of Samuel J. Tu- 
den, deceased; Samuel J. Tilden, Jr., Mary

ber 20 last,and that the executors and trustees 
Andrew H. Green John Bigolow and George 
W.8mith—have duly qualified and entered into 
the discharge of their duties.

STARTLING EXPOSURE. 


ALLEGED INSIDE WORK OF THE KNIGHTS 
OF LABOR. 


An Amsterdam (N. T.) Paper Publishes the 
So-Called ‘‘Official and Correct §ecret 
Werk for Locals“ — The Informatien Ob- 
tained from the Instructions Issued by 
Frederick Turner, General Secretary of 
the Order—The Signals, Grips, Signs and 
Passwords. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

AMSTERDAM, N. T., December 18.—The Dem- 
ocrat publishes what it alleges isan exposure 
of the inside work of the Knights of Labor. It 
asserts that the instructions to the local 
assemblies contain these instructions, signed 
by Mr. Frederick Turner, the General Secre- 
tary of the order: 

„We give herewith the official and correct 
secret work for locals, If there is any sign or 
part of a sign, grip or part of a grip, words or 
symbois in use in your local different from 
what you find laid down here, discard the 
same at once, no matter where or from whom 
received. The work is here given for the sake 
of convenience in the order in which it occurs 
in the instructions of the Venerable Sage: 

ENTERING SIGNAL. 

Entering signai, inner veil: Three raps 
given in this peculiar manner: One, a short 
pause, two in quick succession. 

Sign of obliteration: Place the palm of the 
right hand on the left, both hands in front of 
the body at the height of the elbow, elbows 
close to the pody, right hand uppermost, then 
separate the hands right and left as if wiping 
off the left hand, with the right elbow still 
touching the sides, right palm down, left palm 
up, then drop both hands naturally at the 
sides. Donot bring the hands together with a 
slap or noise; do not hold the hands higher 
than the elbows in separating them; do not 
throw them out sideways beyond a body line 
with the body. 

THE GRIP. 

Grip: Extend the hand witn the thumb 

parallel with the forefinger and close to it; 


clasp the hands with the fingers, without leok- 
ing the thumbs, with aside pressure of the 
thumbs on the outside, thumbs still extended 
parallel with each other; then end by locking 
the thumbs and an ordinary shake of the 


band. 
SIGN OF RECOGNITION. 

Sign of recognition: The sign is made with 
the left hand; the thumb and first two fingers 
ot the left hand take hold at the end of the 
right sleeve of the cuff at the right hand; 
thumb on the outside of the two fingers in- 
serted on the inside, make a motion as if to 
turn up the cuff; the language of the sign is: 
„Jama worker. 

The answer is made in this manner: Draw 
the right band open across the forehead from 
right to left, back of the hand to the front. 
The language of the sign is: ‘‘I, too, carn my 
bread by the sweat of my brow.’’ 

VERBAL CHALLENGE. 

Verbal challenge: The following words are 
used where a member Wa de seeking tor 
work or information: ‘‘] have come. A 
member repiying to the challenge, Work 
your way. Any words can be used the 
word come“ and way, 80 as not to at- 
tract attention, such as I have some to look 
for work. 

CRY OF DISTRESS. 

Cry of distress, (to be used in the dark or 
when the sign of recognition cannot be used): 
The words are ‘‘I am a stranger, giving em- 
phasis to the word “stranger. Any mem of 
the order hearing this will answer: “A stranger 
should de assisted. Caution: As the value 
ot the cry of distress for practical use depends 
entirely on the accuracy of wording, great 
care should be exercised in instructing can- 
didates. The words given above are of the 
official work, although members are allowed 
to supplement the words given with others, 
so as not to attract undue attention from 
those not members, as for instance ‘‘lam a 
stranger, and need assistance.’’ Answer: 
‘‘A stranger should be assisted and I for one 
am willing to heip you. Any similar addi- 
tion to the words can be used. 

SIGN OF CAUTION. 

Sign of caution: Close the last two fingers of 
the right hand leaving the first two fingers ex- 
tended. Place the two extended fingers on 
the left side of the forehead, back of the hand 
to the front; then draw the fingers across the 
forehead towards the right and down over the 
right side of the face; then across the mouth 
toward the left, the thumb under the chin ina 
careless manner. 

THE TEST. 

The test: The Master Workman and Worthy 
Fereman are the only officers ofa! assem- 
bly allowed to be instructed in the test, as the 
Worthy Foreman has to actin the absence of 
the Master Workman and must be competent 
to examine a visiting member or give the 
proper instruction te a member who has 
received a traveling card.

To establish justice between man and 
man; to protect the weak from the strong 
and promote, by equal laws impartially | 
administered, the welfare of the natural 
persons who compose the people, were the 
primary objects for which the govern- 
mente of these States and of the United 
States were instituted. It was supposed 
thet the functions and activities of gov- 
ernment were sufficiently limited to those | 
avowed objects by organic laws forbidding 
legislation for an establishment of relig- 
ion or for the creation of privileged classes 
or orders of nobility. 

And so for a long time the mass of 
untural persons, the people, were the sole 
care of the Government. Their voice con- 
trolled it, and every individual citizen 
felt that in the struggles of life he bad 
only to measure his personal strength 
against that of other indi citizens, 
each as dependent as himself upon 
his own single power sand influence 
for success. Then all industrial and 
business success was a matter of. 
individual enterprise and good fortune, 
and the means of living and the incre- 
ment of wealth were distributed more 
equally than ever before or since in any 
civilized society. The difference between 
the richest and poorest was but a matter 
of a few thousand dollars. 

But for some years past the people have 
been growing conscious that a new power 
has sprung up between them and their 
Government, which not only contests 
with them the control of the Legislative, 
Executive and Judicial departments, but 
contests with these the control of the coun- 
try, its business, ite wealth. This new 
power takes the form of corporations, 
fictitious persons created by law and 
wielding the wealth of multitudes of nat- 
ural persons, yet free from the full lia- 
bility and responsibility which restrain 
natural persons. Its growth has been 
marked by the institution of mighty 
monopolies, the usurpation of power over 
men and business which no Government 
would dare to exercise, and the perpetra- 
tion of robberies that have made the 
chiefs of these corporations severally 
richer and more powerful that some sov- 
ereign States. 

How this new power is rapidly revolu- 
tionizing our social organization and 
status may be seen in its absorp- 
tion, one after another, of all the 
great sources of wealth and ail 
the materiaand means of industry. It 
may be seen in the story of the Standard 
Oil monopoly, the Cotton Seed Oil mo- 
nopoly, the coal monopolies, which have 
demonstrated that no interest is safe 
from the grasp and control of these im- 
personal giants, created by the law, but 
left by the law free to crush individuals 
as insects beneath their feet. 

It is said a milfers’ combination is form- 
ing on the Standard Oil Trust model to 
control both the wheat market and the 
bread market. Such is the drift towards 
the exercise of this newly realized power 
that more new corporations have been 
chartered in the last four than in the pre- 
ceeding ten years, and the question is, 
Where will this thing end? 

Surely it is time to look about for a 
proper limit to the multiplication of these 
artificial persons and to the powers they 
may exercise without restraint. They are 
necessary to the performance of some 
public services and the accomplishment 
of some public ends which are beyond the 
power of individuals or mere partner- 
ships. But where their wholesome utility 
becomes doubtful and their dangerous 

wer for mischief begins, extreme cau- 

on should be used in enfranchising them. 
Some corner of the business field should 
be reserved for the encouragement of in- 
dividual enterprise and the support of 
individual independence. Without these, 
corporate wealth may accumulate as men 
decay and fall into serfdom, but how long 
will our Republic stand on a social foun- 
dation so different from that which it was 
built to rest upon?

Discusses Government Worx and the Situa- 
tion at Galveston. 


Maj. Ernst, who was for several years in 
charge of the Mississippi Kiyer Improvement 
with headquarters at St. Louis, but was re- 
cently transferred to Galveston, was in the 
city this morning. He breakfasted at the 
Southern and took the 9 o’clock 
train for Washington. He has gone 


on to confer with the Secretary of War with 
relation to the work he proposes for the 
benefit of Galveston harbor. e has charge 
of some three hundred mies of the Guif 
coast and several works have been projected 
in that territory. No plan for obtaining 
deep water at Galveston has been adopted by 
the War Department,’’ he said, ‘‘and Edo not 
know what will be done. There is now only 
a small appropriation of $800,000 for the 
work. I shall es recommend jetties 
and the work will necessarily be very exten- 
sive. Galveston’s situation isthe best of all 
the Gulf cities for the avoidance of damage 
from the waves and storms. The great dam- 
age that has been done those towns has 
been done by waves that rise over the 
land, go into the interior and then re- 
ceding sweep off the houses into the sea. Gal- 
veston being on an island, the water goes over 
it and into the ay! so it does not come back 
over the island. The houses there of a better 
class than most Southern Texas towns. With 
deep water it would become a wonderful 
city.’

This lady turns out to be none other 
than the Christina Light of ‘‘Roderick Hud- 
son,’’ an earlier novel. Of course Hyacinth, 
the nameless, falls in love with the Princess. 
The tale ends with the suicide of the hero and 
a sigh ofrelief on the part ofthe reader who 
has waded thus far. The characters ae 
handled in a vigorous style and the tale asa 
whole is skilfully guarded-through the maze 
ot analysis and flow of verbiage with which 
this best of Mr. James’ stories is encircled as 
with a cloud.

Persons who remember anything at all about 
American periodical literature a few years 
ago will recall the budding of the old ‘‘Scrib- 
ner’s Magazine,’’ which eventually blossomed 
into the present ‘‘Oentury.’’ Those recalling 
the early promise of that attractive journal 
will welcome its reappearance after the lapse 
of years. ‘‘Scribner’s Magazine“ for 1886 is 
full of promise for the future (in more senses 
than one). The opening number, just to 
hand, while not perhaps quite as at- 
tractive as the Century, shows every 
sign of becoming sointime. But comparisons 
are odious. Revenonsa nos moutons. The 
initial article on the Siege and Commune of 
Paris, by Mr. Washburne, forms a very inter- 
esting piece of contemporary history, while 
the illustrations pertaining thereto, Gambetta, 
Garnier Pages, Emile Ollivier, Jules Simon, 
Ferry and Favre, are well drawn and appar- 
ently lifelike portraits. The same cannot be 
said of the illustrations other than portraits. 
All through the number the engraving is weak 
and quite below the standard usually aimed at 
by first-class periodicals. In fiction, the 
opening chapters of ‘‘Seth’s Brother’s Wife, 
by anew writer, Harold Frederic, promises 
well, while The Story of a New York House,“ 
by H. O. Bunner, complete, is quite up to that 
author’s usual standard of excellence. The 
best short tale in the number is ‘‘A 
Violin Obligato,’’ by Margaret Crosby, 
and ‘‘In Mexico,’’ by another new writer. 
Thomas A. Janvier’’ is the title of a pain- 
ful story in which the agony is piled up a little 
higher than art would counsel or expediency 
advise. Papers onthe ‘‘Babylonish Seals,’’ 
*-Socialism’’ and a due allowance of poetic 
effusion complete the number.
